The reply filed on December 6, 2004 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): Applicant elected the species of figures 3-6, 
the absorbent garment and not the wrap of figures 8 and 9. Applicant also seeks to have claims 
10-26 examined. Clearly, claims 19-26 are drawn to the self-engaging wrap of figures 8 and 9, 
the non-elected species. Since claim construction is at issue, applicant is specifically required to 
indicate how claims 19-26 are drawn to an absorbent garment, the elected species. It appears 
that only claims 10-18 would be drawn to the elected species of figures 3-6. See 37 CFR 1.111. 
Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH 
or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which 
to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
